‘PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Tue latest attempt to hoodwink Eu- 
rope takes the form of the reference 
to a Commission. The Jewish Ques- 
tion, we are assured, is 1 put into 
the hands of a committee of experts, 
who will report in due time —say ten 
years hence — to his Imperial Majesty 
the Czar. The farce of the Pahlen 
Committee is too recent for any repeti- 
tion of it to be regarded with interest. 
Certainly it cannot be permitted to 
divert our attention from the ever in- 
creasing evidence of the determined 
policy of the Russian officials to 
render the existence of the Jews in 
Russia intolerable. 

The dangers of this new policy are 
greater than any mere outbreak of 
popular prejudice such as that of 
1881. The scenes of violence of that 


terrible year had at least this consola- 
tion with them, that they needed but 


to be known for the conscience of 
Europe and even of Russia, to | 
affected. But it is different with 
legislative measures ; their results are 
not so sudden or so striking. People 
feel that in a foreign country it is 
difficult to decide whether exceptional 
laws are justifiable or not. The slow 
degradation of a whole people takes 
many years and is affe by in- 
finitesimal steps in the downward 
grade. Still more is this the case 
when an accused government can 
retort with some show of veracity

But while no new laws 
may have been promulgated there is 
little doubt that new orders have been

Persecution by administrative meas- 
ures, that is the formula that sums 
up the present situation.

It is only 
in isolated cases that the outcome of 
these administrative measures is to 
be seen in such a way as to strike all 
observers.

FACTS AND EVENTS. 
The Liverpool express due in Birmingham at 4-35 on the afternoon of Oct. 8th, had an 
alarming mishap at the entrance to New-street Station. In crossing the points the 
engine and tender took one set of rails and the carriages another, several of the passen- 
gers receiving a severe shock, and the rails being torn up for yards. 

A terrific gunpowder explosion at the Dupont Powder Works, near Wilmington, 
Delaware, Oct. 7th, has caused the death of sixteen persons and the serious injury of 
twenty-two others. The establishment has been wrecked, and enormous damage done to 
neighboring property, the total loss being estimated at $500,000. 7 210 
The Oremation Society has been established for thirteen years, during which period 
138 cremations have taken place. The number has increased each year. There were 
100 cremations up to the end of last year, and thirty-eight have taken place during the 
present year. It was stated that cremation societies have been established in the prov- 
inoces, and that there is a growing recognition of the necessity for cremation in large and 
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Berlin, Oct. 8th.—A house-to-house collection throughout Germany for a Bismarck 
monument has realized the sum of 787,211 marks. The Berlin Volksblatt proposed that 
this should be handed in cash to Prince von Bismarck for his own use, instead of devoting 
it to the erection of a statue. No definite decision has been taken by the promoters of 


the fund. 

Constantinople (via Philippopolis), Thursday, Oct. 9th.—The Armenian Revolutions 
Committee, whose objects are executed with great secrecy, have sent a letter to Mon- 
signor Azavean, the patriarch of the Armenian Catholics, demanding his resignation 
within a space of five days, with the alternative of assassination. The patriarch has 
departed hastily to Rome to consult with the Pope on the matter, and the secret band 
who have been delegated to execute the decree of the ccanmittes, are dogging his 


movement. 

The Exchange Company's correspondent states that a sensational trial is now proceed ; 
ing before the Court of Assizes at St. Petersburg. Baron Noldi, belonging to one of the 
first families of the aristocracy of Courland, is accused of forgery, and of appropriating 
a sum of more than 2,000,000 roubles. The wife of the accused has been to Spala and 
thrown herself at the feet of the Empress, imploring pardon for her husband. All in 
vain, for the Ozar is inflexible. More than 500 witnesses will be called, and it is said 
that high personages who surround the Czar will be proved to have been implicated in 
the affair. It is probable that fresh arrests will be made. 


The peace effectives of these land forces, according to the latest official returns of the 
respective war departments, are as follows:—In Russia, 876,638; in France, 512,472; in 
Germany, 491,840; in Austria-Hungary, 290,106; in Italy, 240,915; in England, 221,358; 
in Turkey, 182,000; in Spain, 131,400; in Holland, 67,753; in Belgium, 43,495; in Den- 
mark, 42,909; in Roumania, 35,413; in Sweden and Norway, 33,020; in Bulgaria, 
32, 346; in Greece, 26,345; in Portugal, 24,361; in Servia, 13,213. The war effectives for 


the five great continental Powers amount to about twenty and a half millions, distributed 


as follows: Germany, 7,200,000 men; France, 6,108,655 men; Italy, 2,626,000 men; 
European Russia, 2,600,000 men; Austria-Hungary, 1,181,900. If we take the several 
armies of the first line—i.e., ready to take the field at the note of war—in order of 
numerical strength, we shall find Russia first with 1,639,000; Germany second with 
1,000,000; France third with 960,000; Austria-Hungary fourth with 940,000; and Italy 
fifth with 610,000; while, in regard to artillery, Russia takes the lead with 3,624 guns; 
Germany next with 2,832; France following with 2,694, Austria-Hungary with sei 
and ltaly last with 1,632, making a total of 12,466 guns.— Broad Arrow, 


Professor Demme, of Berne, at the recent International Alcohol Congress at Christi- c 


ana, presented an interesting report of an investigation which he had made as to the 


influence of alcohol upon children. Having unusual opportunities for this study from 


his position as superintendent of a hospital for children, he selected two groups of ten 
families each, under similar external environment. One group of fifty-seven was mani- 
festly affected more or leas by alcohol; the other of sixty-one was unaffected, or at least 
very little affected. Of the fifty-seven who exhibited the effects of alcoholism, twenty 
had inebriate fathers, the mothers and grandparents being moderate drinkers: Only 45 
per cent. of these (nine) had healthy constitutions; thirty-one had inebriate fathers and 
grandfathers, but temperate mothers and grandmothers. Only two of these, or a little 
over 6 per cent., were healthy. Six children had parents and grandparents intemperate; 
one of these survives, a sufferer from epileptic seisures, In remarkable contrast is the 
state of the sixty-one children belonging to temperate families, 82 per cent, of whom 
enjoy good health, three have died, and eight are in bad health. Professor Demme also 
reported the results of an experiment on several children, from whom all intoxicants 
were kept during eight months, and to whom the usual allowance of wine and water was 
given during the remaining four months of the year. These children were reported to 
have slept more soundly and longer, and to have appeared in better spirits and more 
active, during the non-alcoholic eight months, than during the, alcoholic four months,—

Fo Whom it May Concern: : | 

Press dispatches having been sent for political purposes from Salt Lake 
City, which have been widely published, to the effect that the Utah Com- 
mission, in their recent report to the Secretary of the Interior, allege that 
plural marriages are still being solemnized, and that forty or more such 
marriages have been contracted in Utah since last June, or during the 
past year; also that in public discourses the leaders of the Church have 
taught, encouraged, and urged the continuance of the practice of polygamy. 

I, therefore, as President of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, do hereby, in the most solemn manner, declare that these charges 
are false. We are not teaching polygamy, or plural marriage, nor per- 
mitting any person to enter into its practice, and I deny that either forty — 
or any other number of plural marriages have during that period been 

— in our Temples or in any other place in the Territory. 
One case has been reported, in which the parties alleged that the mar- 
riage was performed in the Endowment House, in Salt Lake City, in the 
g of 1889, but I have not been able to learn who performed the 
ceremony; whatever was done in this matter was without my knowledge. 
In consequence of this alleged occurrence the Endowment House was, by 
my instructions, taken down without delay.

promptly reproved. And I now publicly declare that my advice to the 
‘Latter-day Saints is to refrain from contracting any marriage forbidden 
by the law of the land.

We clip the following from the Banbridge Chronicle of the Ist inst: 

The peace of the 2 little town of Sherborne, in Dorset, has been 
greatly disturbed by the advent of a sect calling themselves Mormons. A 
married man became so enamoured of the proceedings, that he abandoned 
a good situation, left his wife and family, and joined the . Young 
women and single men were attracted to the house where the proceedings 
took place. The ire of the inhabitants was aroused, and one evening 
about 300 persons assembled outside the house, which some of them 
entered. e husband was not there, but he was afterwards met near 
the scene, and was escorted back to his wife amid hooting, groaning, and 
heap blew ina A servant girl was next escorted home, and it was not 
until 1 o’clock in the morning that the crowd ted. A similar 
ceeding took place on next night, when the windows in the house of the 
father of the servant girl were smashed, and the leader of the sect was 
marched round the town by the mob. e party left Sherborne by train 
for London after this. | 

We suppose that the foregoing is intended to be a report of the treat- 
ment shown certain ones who have had the courage to receive the Gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ through the Elders who have been called, as was 
Aaron. There is no “ sect calling themselves Mormons,” but the Saints 
of this age are frequently called “Mormons” by the world. They are 
called “Mormons” because they believe in the divinity of the Book of 
Mormon. We are not ashamed of the name “ Mormon,” for that was the 
name of a man highly favored of God, and the Book of Mormon is a work 
that is déstined to hold a place in the esteem of many honest and God- 
fearing people. But the more appropriate nickname for the Latter-day 
Saints would be Christians, for as a people they have a deeper faith in, 
and a broader view of the glorious mission of Christ, than any other 
people living upon the known world at the present time. They are actu- 
ally bona ide believers in the teachings of Christ, for they show their 
faith by their works in a manner that does not characterize any other 
people, | | 

“The peace Of the quiet little town of Sherborne, in Dorset, has been 

greatly disturbed” by the advent of the Elders of the Church of Christ, 
for the same reason that Jerusalem was disturbed by the presence of the 
Savior, and afterwards by the apostles of the, Church in those days. It is 
a curious fact in history, that many places and many people have allowed 
themselves to get into a condition adverse to that of peace, when the 
pure, unadulterated Gospel of Peace was presented to them by the author- 
ized servants of God. It is a characteristic of the advent of this Gospel 
into localities and among people where tradition, priestcraft and igno- 
rance of the truth have prevailed. Regarding the married man referred 
to, it will no doubt be learned that he was thrown out of employment, 
and that his family turned against him because he had the courage to 
listen to and obey the truth. Such incidents are not uncommon in these 
days when the Gospel is being preached for a witness: Many have had 
_ to endure the abuse and hate of neighbors and relatives, simply because

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But there is less excuse for the manifestation of such bigotry and hate 
as was displayed in Sherborne, than there was for such proceedings in 
former less enlightened ages. It is simply disgraceful and barbarous, and 
shows that the “300 inhabitants” have not profited much by the teach- 
ings of the Holy Bible. Whatever they may have thought of the converts 
to the Gospel, their conduct was not that of gentlemen and ladies, and it 
certainly does not accord with the spirit of true Christianity. The peo- 
ple of Sherborne evidently need to break the chains that bind them in a 
terrible slavery of tradition and priestcraft. J

THE PRESS AND THE SAINTS. 

THE press is again having a spell of anti- Mormon” biliousness. It is 
entirely uncalled for, and without any excuse in fact. To us it is one of 
the marvelous things of the times that men, who occupy positions re- 
quiring earnest thought and education to fill, should display the great 
ignorance they do concerning what are termed by them “ Mormons.’ 
The Gospel of Jesus has been preached by the Elders of the Church of 
Christ in these lands for fifty years. The course of the Elders who have 
labored here has been open for investigation. Opportunity has been 
afforded time and time again for newspaper reporters, editors and others, 
to acquaint themselves with the facts concerning the Latter-day Saints. 
Books have been published, tracts distributed, and lectures delivered, 
proclaiming the principles of the Everlasting Gospel. But men of learn- 
ing, men of various religious opinions, who would resent being called 
unfair, have hid themselves behind a wall of prejudice, and there rested 
in ignorance of what they would hail with delight, if they but under- 
stood and comprehended its worth. There is nothing in the Gospel of the 
kingdom but whatis worthy of the admiration of honest, virtuous men 
and women. There is no motive in people leaving these lands to associate 
themselves with the Saints in the far west of America, but what, if un- 
derstood by intelligent, honest thinkers, would command the highest 
admiration and commendation. 

There is something unmanly, however, in men who continually, without 
reason, attribute evil motives to the actions of other people. There is 
something in the cruel insinuations and slanders of the press that is in- 
compatible with the manly character of Englishmen. Even the heat of 
political controversy, and the jealousy of political rivalry, furnish no 
excuse for the unfairness the press of this nation too frequently accords 
the Latter-day Saints.

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The Times, of October 6th, contains a lengthy and extremely bitter 
editorial on the “Mormons” and the recent declaration of President 
Woodruff. It makes the occasion one to attack in a venomous manner, 
the character of the Prophet Joseph Smith, as also that of the late 
President Brigham Young. In fact, the whole article is so full of venom 
and hate, that one familiar with the subject discussed can readily under- 
stand that prejudice has blinded the mind of the learned writer so effect- 
ually, that he does injustice to himself, the Times, and to the Mormons.” 
It is not our purpose to attempt to reply in this issue of the Srar to all 
the erroneous statements in that article. They are slanderous in an un- 
warrantable degree, and the ignorance displayed concerning the greatest 
question of the age is simply lamentable. The organization of the Church 
of Christ is so complete, its principles so broad and comprehensive, its 
claims to inspiration so pronounced, that a failure to recognize them im- 
presses upon us the fact that frequently learned men are caréless and 
ignorant regarding momentous and serious matters. To pronounce “ Mor- 
monism” “ vulgar in its origin, contemptible in its pretended revelations,” 
is to reproach God for the methods He has pursued in all ages when 
making known His will unto the children of men. Perhaps in no state- 
ment is the ignorance of the Times writer more clearly displayed than in 
the following: “ Without polygamy, and without the theocratic temper of 
Brigham Young and the relentless despotism created by it, Mormonism | 
might have run its obscure and harmless course as one of those lower 
forms of Christianity which pullulate so freely in the religious soil of the 
United States.” To compare “Mormonism” with the “lower forms of 
Christianity,” is like comparing light with darkness and knowledge with 
ignorance. And to talk of “despotism created by it,” is simply ridicu- 
lous. The history of “ Mormonism” shows that from the time that Joseph 
Smith proclaimed its principles it has been anything but obscure. The 
severest trials the Saints have passed through were before so-called 
polygamy was taught or practiced by the Prophet Joseph Smith. Mor- 
monism” was noted in those days, and it has been ever since. It attracts 
attention from the world for the same reason that the Gospel did in the 
days of Jesus and the apostles. It will continue to do so as long as in- 
spiration and authority from God are enjoyed by its priesthood. 

There is nothing, however, to discourage the latter, for they have 
endured much opposition in the past, and their cause has continued to 
spread. But the course of the press and the conduct of the people toward 
the Saints, make it more necessary that the Elders should be earnest and 
diligent in beating down the walls of prejudice, and spreading the truths 
of the Gospel in the midst of the people of these isles. There should be 
no stone left unturned in the accomplishment of the great mission that 
rests upon those who have received the light of truth and bear the holy 
priesthood. There is every encouragement in the knowledge we have 
that the Church of Christ has been organized in these days, and the Gos- 
pel has been restored in its fullness, and that it will, in spite of every 
opposition, grow and increase in power and influence among the children 
of men upon the earth. There are, doubtless, many honest hearted men 
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and women who will receive the truth gladly when they become familiar 
with it. Tradition and prejudice hold a wonderful sway over the minds 
of men, but the eternal God has restored His plan for their redemption. 
Those upon whom devolves the responsibility of preaching the Gospel of 
the kingdom, have a mighty work to do, and nothing should discourage 
them in the doing of it, so long as they keep burning within them the

An official communication addressed to the proper officer at Fort 
Douglas, Utah, announces that $25,000 will be spent in improvements 


there. 


Hon. John W. Young has let the contract for extending the Utah Central 
from Park City, Utah, to Moon’s Mill, Utah, to the following parties: A. 
Holt and Sons, South Jordan, Sumpton and Sons, of Springville, and M. V. 
Black, of Deseret. The track of the western division will be laid to Fifth 


North Street, Salt Lake City, in fifteen days. 


It is stated that the Rio Grande Western has laid seventeen and one-half 
miles of rail from Thistle towards Fairview, in Utah, which is to be reached 
by October 15th. The line will be continued down through Manti and the 
Sevier Valley, and eventually to the Arizona line. The company has not 
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decided yet whether to build into Tintic from Lehi, or via the north side of 
Utah Lake via Spanish Fork. | | | 

The new postal carrier system for Salt Lake City will cover the entire 
city within the following boundaries: From Fourteenth East to Ninth 
West, except four blocks between Fifth South and Ninth South, and 
from Ninth South to Fifth North on the west side, and to Ninth Street 
on the east side. The new system divides the city into sixteen districts, 
and the extra carriers were put on October Ist. oe a 

The many friends of Brother David R and Sister Sarah Ann Gill will be 
pained to hear that they have lost another child, the third within less than 
a year. They buried one in November last, another in July, and on the 
morning of Sept. 20th, at 8.15 o'clock, their son, Hyrum Samuel, aged nearly 
ten years, passed away.

On Sept. 15th the public schools of Salt Lake City were opened for the 
first time under the new order of things..

The OCullom disfranchising bill 
is not on the Senate order and will, of course, not be taken up. The Struble 
bill lies quietly in the House Committee on Judiciary and the public building 
bill is sleeping peacefully on the House calendar, with hund of measures 
lying above its prostrate form. It cannot come up at this session, except by 
a miracle. This is not to say that any or all of the bills will not be 
before the fifty-first Congress adjourns. Everyone is thoroughly tired out

House will expedite matters more than any preceding short session, and the
